"Approval of "must-know" for all individuals asso- 
ciated with the NRP will be made by the Director, National 
Reconnaissance Office (DNRO) and specifically designated senior 
Program officials. Employees and officials of TJ. S. Government 
departments, agencies emd offices viio are not directly involved 
in the NRP but for 'vftiom access to NRP project information is 
deemed essential, must be approved by the DNRO or his designee. 
This includes policy officials of the U. S* Government who 
require knowledge of the reconnaissance effort but not the 
specific details of the separate projects." 


It was emphasized to Dr. Scoville that reading this paragraph 
literally you woiild see that Dr. Charyk's office would approve "must-know" 
for individuals, for exan^ple, in the State Department, Bureau of the Bud- 
get, White House, Congress, etc., vho were scheduled to be briefed on 
I, G, AorO. Until either Colonel Ledford or Dr. Scoville were identi- 
fied as Approving Officers as the "designee" of the DNRO, it would be 
necessary for us to obtain the approval of the NRO before, for exso^le, 
we cotad brief an official of the PAA, or White House, etc. Dr. Scoville 
remarked that actually we had agreed to that concept during the days that 
the NRO atmosphere was much friendlier. He suggested that the present 
cool climate win undoubtedly improve and with the designation of a GEA 
representative as a "must-know" approving authority, we will be able to 
avoid the necessity of going to the NRO each time we desire to brief such 
an individual.
